well ; and of the 9000 deaf unites in 
his district he bad already reached 
3000. He was an untiring worker. 
In 1835 alone be had bap 
deaf-mutes and their children. The 
services were conducted by Mr. Mann 
reading in the sign language the hymn 
" Nearer, my Cod, to Thee," and a 
good collection was taken up for his 

assistance in carrying on bis work.

Well, to put it in the yr° r dB of an 
enthusiast, the Gallaudet Club had 
" an excursion and a half," i.e., enough 
on board to make up one, and suffi- 
cient left to make up half of another," 
ami to say that it was a successful and 
enjoyable event, is putting it very 
feebly. 

It was 5 am , on the morning of the 
14th, that we awoke from a pleasant 
slumber, expecting to meet the rays of 
the sun streaming into our room, and 
in this we were favored, us " Old 
Sol " beamed at that time as if he 
meant to make it warm for all con 
oerned.

The mil look at this time was any 
thing but favorable, the water being 
rough, tho sky murky, and a strong 
wind blowing, but Captain Francisco 
said, " it would not rain,'' and his 
word being robed on, and 23d street 
having to be reached In 8;3t), lines 
u ere let loose, and the Long Branch 
made headway round the battery, up 
ihe Blast Hiver, amid a series of 
shrieks and snorts from tho numer- 
ous ferry boats and other craft that 
were plying betwoon Now York, 
Brooklyn, and elsewhere. 

At 8:15 Twenty Third street was 
reached, and it is hardly probable 
that that dock ever held a larger as- 
semblage oi human beings. The beams 
and rafters fairly creaked under their 
weight, but, what mattered, they 
could not hear, and wore there, de 
spite tho threatening looks overhead, 
lo board the Long Branch.
